strict union rules, nowadays, that the 
bad spellers hnve deserted sign paint- 
Ing and overflowed Into the other oc- 
cupations? 
Have modern methods of 


teaching overlooked the desirability of 
teaching the boys and girls spelling 
nnd the three Rs, In order to crnm 
their little heads with ornamental ac- 
complishments? 


There has been a wldespip-ad belief 


that tho restoration of the old-fashion- 
ed spell ing-bees, "spell up aud spell 
down," would be a good thing. 
The 


Brooklyn Eagle thinks so to such an 
extent that it has offered prizes, on 
condition that the public school prin- 
cipals will let their pupils take part 
in a series of spelling matches. 
But 


without success. 
The principals do 


not take kindly to the notice. 
The 


Eagle enys: 


"The nub of the matter Is Just this: 


The public school 
children 
cannot 


spell. 
The principals of

schools know vhat they cannot spell, 
ns does everybody else who has occa- 
sion to receive letters from them. If 
a series of competitions were held this 
most troublesome fact of the school 
filtuatlon to those on the Inside might 
ba revealed to the great body of par- 
ents ami taxpayers. Then there might 
arise such n hue and cry for common 
sense anil tho fundamentals of educa- 
tion as would annoy the authorities 
who now make ont our scientific and 
philosophical course of study, which 
slights spelling for general informa- 
tion about everybody from Confucius 
and Buddha down to Admiral Togo. 
If the ee'uool should once begin 
to 


make time enough for fundamentals, 
of which spelling is easily first, there

SEE REIGN OF RIOT 


Terrified By 
Rising 
Storm Polish Writers Foretell Terrible Carnage 


Government Must Act Promptly If Disaster Is to be Averted— 


Jewish Alarm Increasing. 


St. Petersburg.—The 
news 
from 


Poland paints a picture of veritable 
terror before the expected storm. 
A 


letter received here reads: 


"You know what happened at War- 


saw, 
but you only know part of what 


is occurring throughout the country. 
All Poland is in a great conflagration 
of socialism, terror of which is every- 
where exciting a terrible panic. We 
expect at Eastor a general massacre 
of the 
Russian government 
officials 


and the wealthy, and the blowing up 
of the Vistula bridge to prevent the 
arrival of troops from Russia. 


"The 
police 
are doing nothing. 


They prtteud to be blind and 
deaf 


to what ia passing on around 
them. 


The existing regime is the cause of 
discontent which is 01 the increase 
among the idle workmen driven from 
the factories and railroads because 
they are helpless. 
They say they will 


' ha re .vengeance.'' 


A letter from Vilna says: 
"Work 


is impossible under the existing con- 
ditions. 
The government's endless 


commissions have accomplished noth- 
ing and the landlords, workmen and 
peasants are convinced 
that, 
open 


revolt and the bayonet are the only 
remedies. Easter may witness tho in- 
auguration 
of another 
insurrection 


like that of 1863, 
which began, 
as 


this may, with a Russian massacre." 


Commenting on the above, the Russ 


declares the government 
must act 


promptly if awful carnage 
is to be 


avoided. 
The only thing to be dono, 


he says, is to summon tho moderates 
to give guarantees that the promised 
reforms will bo realized. 


New Imperial Decree. 


St. Petersburg.—With the ouject of 


stopping the destruction of private 
property which has been goint: on in 
the rural districts under the influence 
of the leaders of the 
peasant move- 


ment, an imperial decree was issued 
authorizing the minister of tho inter 
ior, M. Bouligao, to appoint commis- 
sions in the disturbed districts to 
trace the culprits, assess the losses 
and collect the amount of damage 
done from the members of the village 
communities implicated, whose whole 
and personal property is liable to be 
sold at auction for this purpose. The 
decree also orders the granting of 
state loans to landowners not possess- 
ing the means of 
repairing 
their 


losses. 


The authorities believe that if the 


peasants are made to understand that 
they must foot the bill it 
will have 


the wholesome effect of ending the 
movement. 


The moderate constitutional group 


of St. Petersburg, headed by Toll, 
Bobriusky and Korff, are consulting 
with Shipoff and Troubetskoi of Mos- 
cow, aud there are indications that 
they will join the national progressist 
movement and attempt to rally to 
their support the moderate liberals 
who do not believe that the country 
is ripe for universal suffrage.

It is 
not the intention of Uncle Sam to be- 
como a party to the distribution of 
insect pests through the mail and iu- 
fectel plants are now hold to be un- 
mailable matter. That this sensible 
view of tho matter has been adopted 
by the postotflce superintendent is 
the cause of congratulations 
to the 


fruit growers, for it removes 
a dan- 


ger that could not be averted were the 
department to refuse inspection.
